Srr,—I have already stated that it is in connection with the slides 
that the largest deposits of copper are found, and also that in places 
where the strata are dislocated and contorted the lode has yielded 
Those slides that have 
conduced most to the productiveness of the lodes are those which 
intersect them at an angle of from 30° to 45°. At Symdde Dylluan 
Mine, which I have been told on good authority has paid as much in 
some years as 2000/, per year in royalty, one of those slides strikes 
across the lodes at an angle of about 30°,and has caused the deposi- 
tion of the greater part of the ores which have been sold. 

As said in my last letter, this is seen cropping up to the top of 
the mountain.

I have extracted 10 tons 8 ewts. of ore, yielding 10 per cent. of fine 
copper. There are places between those points where the lode—or 
rather the course of ore—has been contracted, owing to some change 
in the condition of the surrounding rock, or thrown a little to the 
one side or to the other by a disturbance of the same, sometimes 
opening out from 6 <o 10 ft. wide—an occurrence which took place 
in the sinking of the last lift.

Srr,—The subject of “dues,” “ dish,” “ royalty,” ory “rent,” as the 
payments made to the “lord” or landowner, by the miner or mining 
company working his land for minerals, have been called at different 
times, is causing no little amount of attention just now, and is of 
vast importance to ‘* One and All.” In the ordinary way of leases, 
the “lord” grants a piece of ground for mining purposes, and stipu- 
lates—1, fora dead rent; 2, a royalty varying from 1-12th to l-1Sth 
of all the produce raised from the mine; and 3, 100/. per acre for all 
land damaged or destroyed by sinking shafts, depositing attle or 
rubbish, or in erecting machinery or dressing-iloors. 

In all cases the dead rent merges in the royalty—that is to say, 
if the rent is 50/. a-year it is paid until, or whenever, the royalty 
does not amount to that sum. When the royalty exceeds or comes 
Much of the land let for 
mining purposes is poor, and of little value for agricultural purposes, 
and but for mining operations would be barren to the lord. Where 
there isan agricultural value he gets the dead rent of the miner iu 
addition to the surface rent, and the skill, perseverance, and outlay 
of capital of the miner often brings up the royalty or rent of an 
otherwise worthless piece of ground to many thousands a-year to 
the lord. Again, the 100/, an acre paid for all damages done to the 
surface is sometimes double or treble the value of the fee simple 

f the land. It may be said, too, on behalf of the miner, that 
he often works on for years and years raising ores at a loss tu him- 
self, but still having to hand over to the lord the “ or the 
stipulated portion of the produce, free from all charges and deduc- 
tions.

We have now the pleasure to 
inform you that our agent, in his letter of March 29, has notified that the ‘Am 
paro” has been granted for eight montis in respect of the Rosario and Encarnacion 
setts, and he also expected to obtain the ‘ Ampuro” in the Ban Pedro sett as soon 
as the time arrived for its renewal. This matter is, therefore, satisfactorily dis- 
posed of for the present. On Dee, 28 our agent obtained formal possession of the

Mr. ORCHARD read the report, as follows :— 

This meeting should have been held, as usual, at the beginning of the yeir, but 
the directors thought it advisable to postpone calling the bondholders and share- 
holders together as long as possible, in the hopes that some satisfactory informa- 
| tion might have been ‘ived from Mr. Foster that would give encouragenient to 
| the shareholders to join together as a body, and render the necessary assistance for 
further proving the value of their property. In accordance with the arrangements 
proposed at our last meeting, the London management of the company’s affairs 
was ei rusted to Mr. Thonias Orchard, whose local knowledze of Colorado, com 
bined with his position in an adjoining property, known as the Silver Klume Mine, 
was considered to be somewhat advantageous to the interests of this company. 
Being a personal fr end of Mr. G. Teal (the late able manager of the Terrible Mine, 
he succeeded in getting him to visit and report upon our property, and in the latter 
part of last year we received the following report, signed by Messrs. G. Teal and 
E. Le Neve Foster :— 

Georgetown, Colorado, Nov. 3, 1875.—In compliance with yourrequest we have exa 
mined your property, and now send you our report upon it, with suggestions for 
its future working, which, if carried out, may result in making what is now a dead 
letter a valuable and paying piece of mining property. There is no doubt that if 
the mines of this neighbourhood are vigorously worked and developed they will 
prove to be of great value, and worth owning. That the people of this vicinity 
have faith in the mines is sufficiently evident by the eagerness with which they 
subscribed a large amount of capital to sink a 1000 ft, shaft on one of our promi- 
nent mines, which near the surface has yielded vast quantities of ore, but ata 
greater depth came into a barren zone of ground, which also appears to be the case 
in the Bnowdrift Mine.
